During the spring and summer of 1966, 
Negro Hoi* cook place in die following major 
cities: Hew York, Chicago, Brooklyn, Phila¬ 
delphia, Los Angeles, Sap Francisco, Balti¬ 
more, Detroit, Milwaukee, Miami, Omaha, 
Cleveland, Dayton, Atlanta, Washington, D-C-,

"Tha Communist influence is cleverly 
Injected into civil disobedience and re* 
pH salt again if our economic, political 
end social system/’ 

NEGRO COMMUNIST LEADER THREATENS 

Congressman Jcha H. Buchanan, Jr., re¬ 
vealed oft August 8, 1966, that during the 
Communist Party's national convention in 
New York City in laic June of this year, 
Claude Light foot declared that the Communist 
Party intends to move openly into the civil 
rights struggles, Lighrfooi, a Negro and head 
of the party in Illinois, stated that "we will 
allow no one in the civil rights movement or 
the white power structure" to block such a 
move. 

THE CLEVELAND GRAND JURY REPORT 

A notable service to the entire Nation has 
been performed by the Cuyahoga County Spe¬ 
cial Grand jury in its report on the riots in 
Cleveland during July. This report proves the 
Communist direction of those riots, and re¬ 


veals the pattern that took place - a pattern 
that can be repeated in any other large city 
in the IDS* 

Below arc excerpts from the Special Grand 
Jury report on the Cleveland riots: 

"This Jury find* that th* outbreak of 
lawlessness and disorder was both or¬ 
ganised, precipitated and exploited by c 
relatively small group of trained and dis¬ 
ciplined professionals at this business. 

’’They were aided and abetted, witting¬ 
ly or otherwise, by misguided people of 
all ages and colors, many of whom ore 
avowed believers in violence end ex¬ 
tremism, end some of whom also are 
either members of or officers in the Com¬ 
munist Forty. 

“It 1* no casual happenstance or co¬ 
incidence that those throwing fire bombs, 
or bricks, or bottles, or pillaging, or 
generally engaged in disorder and law¬ 
lessness were In the main young people 
obviously assigned, trained, and dis¬ 
ciplined in the roles they were to ploy.,. 

“Not ft it happenstance or even just 
singular coincidence: 

"(1J that the overall pattern for fire- 
bombing and destruction ... was so highly 
selective; 

,f {2) that the targets were plainly 
agreed upon; 

“(3) that certain places wire Identi¬ 
fied to be Kit, and that certain other 
place* were similarly spared/’ 

A MAU MAU IN THE U.S.? 

The Grand Jury Report then specifically 
referred to a headquarters known as The JFK 
House. The initials stand for Jomo “Freedom" 
Kenyaita and the house is located at 880! 
Superior Avenue. 

(jomo Keoyatta was heed of the secret, 
terrorist, bloodthirsty group in Kenya, Africa, 
known ns the Mau Mau. Its members were 
bound by oath to engage in unspeakable 
methods of murdering white men, women and 
children in order to force the white settlers 
to leave Kenya. Africans who refused to join 
and participate in these bloody massacres 
were slain by the Mau Mau.) 



One of the leaders at "Hie JFK House, 
whose same commemorates the savage, white- 
murdering Man Man, ts Lewis G. Robinson, 
who has been affiliated; with the Medgar Evers 
Rifle Club, the gun-toting, violence-preaching 
Deacons for Defease, and the treason-ad* 
vocation Revolutionary Action Movement — 
RAM. 

(J. Edgar Hoover on March 4, 1965, des¬ 
cribed RAM as M a highly militant secret or¬ 
ganization following the Chinese-oriented 
Manist-Leninist line and believes in replacing 
the capitalistic system with socialism.' 1 For 
additional information on RAM see TAX FAX 
No, 77, which is the companion pamphlet for 
this one.)

HOW REDS MASTERMINDED THE RIOTS 

And then the Grand Jury Report continued: 
"There was evidence placed before 
ihe Jury that rifle clubs were formed, 
that ammunition was purchased, and that 
a range was established and used, that 
speeches were made at The JFK House 
advocating the need far rifle clubs, and 
that instruction* were given iff the use of 
Molotov each tall i and haw and when ta 
throw them ta obtain maximum effect* 

"Further, Irrefutable evidence was 
shown to the effect that Robinson pledged 
reciprocal support to and with the Com¬ 
munist Party of Ohio. 

’It was established before the Jury 
that the leaders of the W*E.B- DuBait 
Club and the Communist Youth Party, 
with Interchangeable officers and ulr- 
tuelfy Identical concepts, arrived in 
Cleveland only a few days before the 
Hough Area disorders. They tank up 
residence at 1844 East 31st Street, only 
a short distance from the central point of 
origin of the Hough Area troubles,” 

The Grand Jury Report then went on to 
say that these Communist agitators arrived 
in Clove land from Chicago, New York, and 
Brooklyn; that they "made swift contact with 
The JFK House leadership and with Phil Bart 
of Cleveland Heights, and his wife Connie, 
who the evidence showed are the leaders of 
the Communist Party throughout che Ohio 
Valley District including Cleveland," 

The Grand Jury Report continued: 

"in the course of Its Investigation, 


the Grand Jury has learned that police 
and firemen were targets for snipers 
and' individuals throwing rocks and 
bricks. Further, fire equipment was 
damaged, particularly hoses, which 
were cut or attempted to be cut so os 
to render them useless in the protection 
of person ■ and property.” 

The August 8, 1966, issue of U,S, NEWS 
6 WORLD REPORT quotes Cleveland Safety 
Director John N, McCormick as stating, "There 
is no doubt in my mind that trouble was 
planned for Cleveland. The pattern here and 
in other cities is almost identical/' 

The CLEVELAND PRESS reported that a 
17-year-old Negro youth told the Grand Jury 



chat a 2DQ-rtiembcr gang known as Che Black 
Panthers planned much of the fire-bombing, 
sniping and looting that marked the riots. He 
reportedly said he saw fire bombs — Molotov 
cocktails — being made, and attended meet¬ 
ings whjere acts of violence were planned. 

THE RED PATTERN FOR OTHER CITIES 

On August 10, commenting in the U„S, 
Senate on the Cleveland Grand Jury Report, 
Senator Frank ] Laucbe of Ohio stated: 

M | would add to that finding that 
there Is n grave potentiality of repetition 
of riots not only in Cleveland but alto 
in every metropolitan canter In the caua- 
try* In my judgment, the Lansing riot, 
the New Yotk-Harlem riot, the Los An* 
getes riot, and the Cleveland riot are 
trial rum. They are drills under which 
these Communist leaders ore perfecting 
their technique, making ft possible for 
them to spread the destruction, spread 
the disorder, and spread the impotency 
of government throughout the country/* 

THE PHONY "SLUM CONDITIONS*' LINE 

President Johnson and spokesmen for the 
Democrat Administration repeat endlessly how 
slum conditions in Negro ghettoes are the 
cause of riots* However, ibis was factually 
refuted in an article by Waiter Rugabct, date- 
lined Cleveland, which appeared in the NEW 
YORK TIMES of July 20, which stated: 

"Hough (the Hough Avenue area of 
Cleveland), like the Watts section of 
Las Angeles, is not a slum of high-rise 
tenements and packed in buildings. The 
□rea consists mainly of large houses 
built in a better era together with two- 
story and three-story apartment build¬ 
ings." 

Why did these Negro riots erupt in only 
certain sections of certain cities? The John¬ 
son Administration blames these riots on 
"poverty” and "summer heat-" 

But there are slums in other cities through¬ 
out the country - white slums and Negro 
slums, fa many of them the temperature and 
humidity during those summer nights Were just 
as high as in the riot-torn cities. But riots 
did not erupt there! 

Why? Because either the residents of 
those areas, regardless of race, refused to 


take orders from Communist agitators. Or, 
because Communist violence squads were 
not organized for action this summer in those 
particular cities -

On September 16, reviewing a summer of 
lawlessness, arson, pillage, looting, violence 
and murder, systematically carried out by 
rioting Negroes, Senator Alien Ellender de¬ 
clared on the Honr of the U*$* Senate! 

"Ever since the first of the modem 
civil tights acts was enacted, the pro* 
ponents of these extrema measures hove 
claimed each year - in 1957, in i960, 
and In 1965 — that each new law was 
necessary to avoid violence and to take 
the demon itraton off the streets and put 
them Into the courtroom. 

"Nothing has been further from the 
Irulh. . Negro demonitrations and acts of 
violence have increased a hundredfold 
since 1957," 

HOW LONG WILL YOU PUT UP WITH IT*

began chanting "Kill the white cops!"

On August 8, Congressman John Buchanan

"If Wallace winds up with as much as 15 percent of the popular vote In the November 
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elecHon, he will be the most successful third-party candidate in recent American 
political History. That distinction alone would be enough to keep him going until 
1972, when he could make another try/ 1 

Not only has Wallace been recognized as an official presidential candidate with government Secret Ser¬ 
vice protection, and being accorded TV time like the other candidates, but George Wallace, because 
of the wildly enthusiastic crowds he Is able to draw os he campaigns throughout the country, is now 
saying he can winl 

WHAT ABOUT NIXON? 

I recently received a letter from a subscriber In Pennsylvania which reflected so many other letters that 
have recently been coming into this office . This letter, In which the writer ordered 100 copies of the 
two pro-Wallace TAX FAX pamphlets, stated; 

"My husband and 1 have always been registered Republicans and regular voters for that 
party.

Accordingly, it is not surprising that the REPUBLICAN BATTLELINE 
newsletter of July 15, I960, stated: 

"Speculation on the choice of Nixon's vice-presidential running mate, as Republicans 
go down to the wire in the pre-convention campaigning, has it that the former Vice 
President (Nixon) has already decided on a GOP Liberal, or at least a 'moderate . 1 At 
a news conference in Olympia, Wash., shortly before the May 28 Oregon primary,

WALLACE DISCUSSES THE ISSUES 

In an interview In the July 29 issue of U,$, NEWS & WORLD REPORT, Dr. George Got lup was asked 
this question; 

"Hasn'tMr. Nixon pretty well established himself as o law-ond-order candidate?" 
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Dr. GoMup replied: 

11 No, the mon who has established himself as the I aw-and-order candidate is Mr, 

Wallace and moke no mistake about that, Wallace capitalizes on this issue every 
time he makes a speech. He has made himsetf a symbol of law and order in extol¬ 
ling the virtues and problems of law-enforcement officers.** 

An article by AP writer Rex Thomas on June 22, 1968, referred to Wallace's views of the Communist 
threat. According to Mr* Thomas: 

“The former Alabama Governor has said that if elected he would do all in his power 
to turn the affairs of domestic institutions back to local control* He has said also 
that he will not tolerate lawlessness which, he contends, is caused primarily by 
'agitators, revolutionaries and Communists. 

On June 17 an article entitled "Third Party Scare** in U,$. NEWS & WORLD REPORT stated: 

"A key element in Wallace's campaign will be an attack on Republicans and Demo¬ 
crats who have supported open-housing legislation. He will bang away, also, at 
the issue of law end order*" 

RIOTS BUILD VOTER-SUPPORT FOR WALLACE 


The LLS. NEWS & WORLD REPORT article also stated: 

"Any Negro violence in cities this summer, Mr* Wallace's men say, wilt turn up 
votes for their candidate** 1 

And, of course, violence has recently broken out* Beginning on June 19, there have been riots in Akron 
and Cleveland, Ohio, Chicago and Peoria, 111., Gary, Ind., and Grand Rapids, Mich. These riots, 
triggered by Negro insurrectionists, have resulted in deaths, injuries, looting and arson* 

Following the recent riots in Cleveland, the AP on June 26, reported on a meeting in Mobile, Ala*, 
addressed by anarchist Stokely Carmichael* According to the AP: 

"'Don't pray for power, don't beg for power* Take H with a gun barrel,* Carmichael 
shouted * The N eg roes app lauded en thusiosti ca I ly * 

lM We must create the maximum damage with the minimum losses of black people* And 
that is through guerrilla warfare,' Carmichael added*" 

And so, with the increase of riots throughout the country, Wallace's political vote-getting ability is in¬ 
creasing by the day. 

WALLACE'S POWER NOW BEING RECOGNIZED BY POLITICIANS 

An article an July 14 by Edgar A. Poe, New Orleans TIMES-PtCAYUNE Washington correspondent, 
quoted Senator Russell Long of Louisiana as saying that "there are growing indications that third party 
presidential candidate George C . Wallace may be the 'balance of power 1 in the 1968 presidential 
sweepstakes*" Senator Long then went on to say that he believes the "former Governor of Alabama will 
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carry Louisiana, Mississippi, Alabama and Georgia/ 1 And, according to Long, "Wallace may carry four

Indiana is reported to be one of the 
States in which Wallace sentiment is strong among some blocs/ 1 

On July 28, one ofWallace*s campaign officials stated that Governor Wollace had met the requirements 
to have his name officially placed on the ballots of 40 States. 

Discussing the potential of George Wallace, David Lawrence in his column of July 29, stated: 

"The truth Is thot George Wallace is specking out unequivocally for whot many millions 
of persons believe should be the attitude taken by the government toward domestic

SUFFICIENT FUNDS RECEIVED FOR PRINTING OF BOOK - BUT NOT TYPESETTING OF BOOK 

The manuscript for the new anti-CFR book (which runs 256 typeset pages) was set in Ken/s printing shop. 
This was done for the following reasons: (a) at least Four weeks' time was saved because l didr/t have to 
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"get in line 11 for a typesetter at the big printing Firm which Is printing the book, (b) l was able to exer¬ 
cise day-to-day supervision over the typeset, (c) it was set by a long-time employee — one dedicated 
to the Cause, and (d) because I own the typesetting machines, the cost was much lower as I only had to 
poy far labor.

All funds received, whether far orders, subscriptions or 
contributions, are immediately plowed back to help "spread the word/ 1 I always end each year on Decem¬ 
ber 31, with just barely enough money to meet the payroll of the first week in January. 

Each year my Certified Public Accountant audits my "books/ 1 (By that I mean my checkbook which 
registers oor simple financial transactions of "income 1 ' and "outgo/ 1 } 

You can Imagine my utter shock to receive from my CPA several months ago, my Corporation Income Tax 
return showing my corporation. Free Men Speak, Inc., as owing the Internal Revenue people the stagger¬ 
ing sum of $2,637.06! 

How could this possibly be — when the IND/AM never makes a profit? Frantically, I telephoned my 
CPA. Surely, some horrible mistake had been model But "No, 11 he sadly informed me: It seems that be¬ 
cause I bought this building to house the headquarters of THE INDEPENDENT AMERICAN in 1967, the 
Federal Government was demanding "Its cut 11 of the down payment 1 put on the property {which down 
payment hod been made possible by contributions received for that purpose). 

Of course, l had thought that such down payment was a legitimate "business expense 11 — and therefore, 
not Federally taxable. But my CPA explained that I will, in future years, be able to "depreciate" this 
amount (or something like that — I'm not an accountant and know nothing of such details.) 

As you con well understand, l didn't hove the money to pay this totally unexpected $2,637.06, so l 
merely signed the Federal Corporation Income Tax Form and sent it In, knowing l would later receive a 
direct bill from the Feds for the amount. 

Several days ago I received the official bill from the Internal Revenue Service for $2,637.06 — and this 
bill must be paid, or I will receive the "second notice" which will threaten to seize my property and bank 
account I (I know how they operate l) 

PRINTING BILLS — MY PAPER SUPPLY THREATENED! 

And then there are my bills for printing from Kent 4 s printing firm, Pelican Printing Co.: For the past 
15 months, ( have managed to pay these bills each month, but now — so great Is the response we are 
receiving from all over the country for Wallace material — the presses are running overtime and eating 
up giont quantities of paper. 
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My bills from Pelican Printing Co, total $7,549*32, and unless these bills are paid Immediately, Pelican

The slaying an April 4, 1968, ol Dr, Martin 
Luther King, Jr,, triggered widespread rioting, 
looting and fire-bombing in more than 100 
cities and rowns which, by April il, had re¬ 
sulted in the deaths of 39 persons, more than 
1,700 injured and more than 10,000 arrested.

King was - or what he might have stood for. 

Mr. deToledano further pointed out that 
Washing too is two-thirds Negro, with a Negro 
mayor and a heavily Negro city council- There 
are slums, but (here is also a large middle- 
class Negro population working for the Fed¬ 
eral Government or in the professions. "These 
ora not fh* disadvantaged or the alienated/' 
stated Mr. deTotedaoo, "yet they were os In¬ 
volved in the looting os the young toughs who 
begun lt/ f 

BUYING OFF THE RIOTERS 

While Federal troops still parcelled Wash¬ 
ington, an AP dispatch of April 10, stated: 

Si* members of the President 1 * Riot Com¬ 
mission say immediate action is required to al¬ 
leviate the causes behind the violence which 
has wracked Negro slums across the country 
for six days. 

Commission members said in interviews that 
they had tried in their report to stress urgency 
in implementing their re commendations, 

And what does "implementing" (he Com¬ 
mission's report mean to the taxpayers of 
this country? 

In the coming months, Congress will be 
deluged with bills seeking to "imp! e mem" 
the Commission's report in order to purport* 
edly prevent fun her riots. The price tag on 
such proposals will run into billions of dol¬ 
lars.

On July 28, 1967, President Lyndon John¬ 
son appointed an advisory commission follow¬ 
ing the devastating riot in Detroit. Its purpose 
was to dcWc into the causes of race riots. 
The upwards of !60 race riots in the summer 
of 1967 resulted in the death of more than 80* 
persons, injuries to thousands, and millions 
of dollars of damage due to burning and Loot- 
iog. 

REPORT BLAMES "WHITE RACISM" 

On March 2, 1968, the President’s Ad¬ 
visory Commission on Civil Disorders issued 
its report which charged: 

White racism is essentially responsible 
for the explosive mixture which has been ac¬ 
cumulating in our cities since the end of 
World War D. 

White society is deeply implicated in the 
ghetto. White institution ft created it; white 
institutions maintain it, and white society 
condones it... 

Ridiculing the unsubstantiated allegations 
of the Commission, Congressman Richard L. 
Roudebush, on March H T 1968. stated: 

We are told rhac the ol taxpaying, 

law-abiding, church-going Americans who did 
not participate in the riots ate just as guilty 
as the snipers, looters, murderers, thugs and 
hoodlums who burned sections of American 
cities ro the ground during the past several 
cummers. 

COMMISSION THREATENS 

An Associated Press dispatch of March 3, 
dinclined Washington, reported: 

The President's Commission said Saturday 
that many Negroes may "come to support m>i 
only fiors, but.,, rebellion" unless tmiliibiE- 
UotvdoElat measure* ore taken quickly to heal 
racial bitterness and riot rnvagea in city 
slums...* 

The Commission's report suggests that 
the rioters resorted to violence because of 
what they did not hove. There are and have

An editorial in the GREENVILLE (S.C.) 
NEWS of Match 5, put it this way: 

Overall, the Report is a blatant invitation 
to violence and rebellion by the Negro min¬ 
ority, which it totally absolves ol any blame 
for It* own plight, against the white majority, 
which it totally condemns with no redeeming 
deed* or mitigating circumstances. 

By the same token, it is a flagrant chal¬ 
lenge to civil rights extremist* and political 
demagogue* to do their worst.... 

It adds the clement of blackmail by raising 
the specter of a massive black racist rebellion 
if the white* don't knuckle down and fork 
over- 

, RIOT REPORT URGES SPENDING 
OF MORE BILLIONS 

The report of the Commission outlined 
a nurobet of Federal spending programs which 
it stated were urgently needed in order to 
prevent future riots, and then the report ad¬ 
mitted: 

These program* will require unprecedented 
levels of funding and performance... 

Among the re com me ad salons of the Com* 
mission ace: the building of 600,000 low and 
middle-income housing units in the next year 
and 6,000,000 units over (he next fire years, 
expansion and modification of the rent sup¬ 
plement program, expansion of the Model 
Cities program, a re-oriented and expanded 
Urban Renewal program. 

Although the Commission avoided putting 
a price tag on its various proposals, there 
have been estimates that if these programs 
w#i* corned out they would cost aver $150 
billion taxpayers* dollar* during the next 
fiv* yearsl 


WLL TAXES BE RAISED 
TO "PAY OFF" RIOT ERST 

Realizing the need to secure additional 
tax money to finance its gigantic spending 
programs, the President's Commission stated: 

The major need is to generate new will - 
the will to tax ourselves* to the extent neces¬ 
sary to meet the vital needs of the Nation. 

Regarding this aspect of the report, the 
CHICAGO TRIBUNE of March 5, declared: 

The proposals of the Commission »ce so 
all-embracing that Representative George Ma¬ 
hon ol Texas, Chairman of the House Appro¬ 
priations Committee, fsrjma.EC* that prcianr 
Federal tuxes would hove to be doubled to 
put them into predict. 

FAILURE OF WELFARE-STATE SPENDING 

An editorial in the INDIANAPOHS NEWS 
of March 5 pointed out how big Federal spend¬ 
ing for domestic programs has often created 
the exact opposite of that which such spend¬ 
ing purports to achieve. According to the 
INDIANAPOLIS NEW Si 

Among (he we L for is r program* which have 
worked io create existing problems in Ameri¬ 
can cities are (a) minimum wage laws which 
deprive many young Negroes of employment; 

(b) urban renewal program* that have destroyed 
hundreds of thousands of low-income housing 
units; fcj public housing weuens that hive 
crowded impoverished and often forherkts 
families togerher in crime-infested! coagulate*; 
and (d) aid to dependent children programs 
ihai often subsidize illegitimacy. 

Discussing the tremendous increase in 
domestic spending for the welfare and wel¬ 
fare-related 1 program* of the Democratic Ad¬ 
ministration, Congressman J. Herbert Burke, 
on March 7, stated:

FEDERAL SPENDING 
DOES NOT PREVENT RIOTS 

Detroit offers a prime example ol the failure 
of massive Federal aid to cities in order to 
prevent riots. Derroit had in operation one of 
the largest anti-poverty programs and exten¬ 
sive Federal housing programs in the country. 
Yet, as the entire Nation witnessed on TV 
and in news photographs io July, 1967, a 
whole area of thac city was engulfed in fires 
set by the rioters. 

New York City provides another example. 
Though city. State and Federal authorities 
have devoted colossal sums to social uplift 
in blighted area*, disorder 1* increasing and

REPORT ERRS REGARDING 
"TYPICAL RIOTER" 

The Riot Commission's report described 
the typical rioter in 19&7 ns follows: 

The typical rioter was a teenager or young 
adult , ■ Ij felon g resident of the etty in which 
he rimed, a high school drop-out. he was, 
nevertheless, somewhat better educated than 
his non-rioting Negro neighbor, and was usually 
under-employed or employed in a menial job. 

The Commissions conclusion in this re¬ 
gard is at great variance with that of an 
article which appeared in THE REPORTER 
magazine barely a week before the Com¬ 
mission's report was published. In that article, 
Irving J. Rubin, Director, University of Michi¬ 
gan Center for Urban Studies, said that the 
Detroit riot occurred not in the Negro slums, 
but in an area where the median income of 
Negro households is about $6,200 a year 
which is not far below the $6,800 figure for 
whites in all of Detroit, 

The March 9 issue of the CHICAGO TRI¬ 
BUNE, in an editorial based on the findings 
of Mr, Rubin, stated: 

Only 28% of those arrested were teenagers 
and barely half were under 25- Of those 17 
and older, 03% held fobs, 40% of them with 
the big automobile companies. About half 
were married, and about two-thirds bad clean 
police records. 

Mr, Rubin concludes that the riots reflect 
n rebellion not of the poor end ignorant, hut 
of the lower middle class, 

GUARANTEED ANNUAL DOLE 
TO LOAFERS 

The Commission's report makes the follow¬ 
ing recommendations: 

■ To provide: for those who can work or who 
do work, any necessity supplements in such 
m way ab to develop Incentives for fuller em¬ 
ployment. 

All present restrictions on eligibility — 
other than need - would be eliminated. 

■ To establish uniform national standards of 
assistance at least as high as the annual 
"poverty level 1 ' of Laconic, now set by the

year for an urban family of four. 


The March 12 column of Paul Scott gave an 
inkling of what such a Federal minimum in¬ 
come proposal would cost. Stared Mr, Scott: 

According io government economists, a 
full-fledged guaranteed income program would 
cost anywhere from 111 billion to 125 billion 
a year. Under such a program, all the nation's 
9,300,000 families now diving on less than 
13,000 could have incernes boosted to that 
level, 

Paul Scott then also revealed that LBJ 
played a key role in pressuring the National 
Advisory Com mis s Sen on Civil D is c>rd ers to 
boost the idea of a Federally guaranteed 
minimum income for every family, particularly 
those Irving in the so-called Negro ghetto. 
According to Mr, Scott: 


The Commission whs deadlocked over the 
guaranteed income issue until the President 
sent word to Illinois 1 Governor Oito Kemcr. 
Chairman, that he warned the proposal included 
among the Commission's major recommendations. 

Inasmuch as the Federal Government has

BLACKMAIL 

A column by Thurman Sensing on October 
26, 1967, discussed the growing army of 
militant welfare recipients which are now 
being organized throughout the country de¬ 
manding that the Federal Government owes 
them a living. According to Mr. Sensing: 

Earlier this year, a thousand singing, shout¬ 
ing welfare recipients From mote chert 50 
cities gathered in Washington end mocked 
the Congress, These demonstrators were at¬ 
tending a convention of the National Welfare 
Rights Movement. 

George A. Wiley, Director of the Poverty- 
ftighes Action Center in Wash Lag ton, told the 
group: "If this country doe* not listen to poor 
people after whit happened in Detroit and 
Newark* and New Haven, you haven't seen 
nothing yeit 

An editorial on March 4, I960, in the IN¬ 
DIANAPOLIS STAR , disputing the major con¬ 
clusions of the National Advisory Commission 
on Civil Disorders, summed it up by declaring: 

The launching of big spending programs in 
rtapent* to rioting will not eppeoi* the oglra* 
To tor*, but encourage them. Thay will rant, 
"Look what a little violence ho* got u*l New

newspaper known as the "Socialist Tribune*" VARNEY left the Socialist 
Party and became a member of the I.ff.W* rising in that organisation, in 
a period of seven years, to a position of importance, a s com of its national 
leaders. Ms was the writer and interpreter of the move^nt* Two of VARNEY 1 e 
books were used as text books by that organ!nation. He was also the 
foremost lecturer for the I, W, V, 

VARNEY separated himself from the I, W, E, when hs real lied that 
it was the uncompromising revolutionist which it claimed to be; that its 
main object was only to destroy thb nF*L, VARNEY stated that he came to 
realise that social progress doesn’t come by revolution] that it comes only 
by work. It doesn’t come suddentLy, it grows slowly and tortuously, but 
every growth is eternal. VARNEY etatedfths hope of the future lies in the 
unifying of men 1 a energies into a greater and saner capitalism! It doean ! t 
come from those who preach division and who demoralise our unity in class 
hatred," 
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The "New York Tribune* newspaper morgue contain* a clipping 
dated December 24, 1929 which reflect* that Dr* CHARLES VAHNET, Anti-Fascist 
Leader, charged that the disbanding of the Fascist League of North America 
was Just a blind and that Its activities would be carried on by the 
Italian Historical Society* this obarge was denied by some of the officials 
of both organisations* Count IGNA2I0 THAON di KEVEX, head of the American 
Fascist! was also trustee of the Italian Historical Society. It was 
stated that Count ALFONSO FACHETTI QgiOLIA would assist di REVEL. The 
existence of the Italian Historical Society *ae first proclaimed on May 1, 
1927 by the Italian Ambassador at a dinner.

In the newspaper clipping, it was also indicated that VARNEY 
admitted that the Society w> uld not book any lecturer who was apposed 
to Mussolini or Fascism *because Fasciamo and Mussolini are synonymous 
with Italy*" VARNEY stated that former Representative MILFORD W, HOWARD 
of Alabama was one of the Society 1 * paid lecturers on Mussolini and 
Fasclsmo.

The As¬ 
sociate Editor was indicated as being LAWRENCE DENNIS who was later replaced 
by DEUARE5T LIDYD* The Executive Editor of the "Awakener* was iralieated a# 
being JOSEPH P, AAHP. The "Awakens i 4 * was published twice a month at 110 
West 42 rtf Strwet, New York and existed from December 1933 to May 1936. 

An examination of the "Awakenar" dlls closed that this news- 
paper appeared to be anti-Roosevelt, anti-Mew Deal and profile publican* It 
was concerned mainly with the approaching presidential election of 1936*

This appears to be an anti-Roosevelt article which takes the view that 
if Fascism should ever come to America* it would arrive in the guise of 
Fascism. The outlines of the Aierioan corporative state are slowly but 
unmistakably emerging from the integuments of the new deal. Anti-Fascists 
pursue phantom Amerioan blackshirts while they unhesitatingly support a 
Supreme Court coud which would remove our last dependable bulwark against 
a future American Fascist Regime* VARNEY pointed out that there is & 

Fascist threat in America even though it is invieible to eyee that are 
searching for storm troupers. It is the menace of the gripping totalltarism 
which, under the pretext of implementing Democracy, is slowly corroding 
the whole American Democratic age. VARNEY farther stated that the opponents 
of this totalitarian are in many instances the persons who have been called 
potential American fuehrers. He states that the totalltarism which is now 
engulfing our institutions have been all of the President's conjuring and 
that the President's deeds have pointed inexorably toward a future Fssoist 
America. VARNEY further indicated that concedingly Roosevelt performed a 
spectacular service to American Democracy by sidetracking the forces which 
might have led to avert Fascism in 1932. VARNEY stated: "but the resident** 
records have been letters inspiring we turn our attention to Fascism witnin, 
for while Roosevelt has adroitly checked Fascism in its blackshirt manifests^ 
tion, it is painfully apparent that he has done so at the cost of the intro* 
duction of an equally withering Fascism in the heart of our Government system.

4o fact u more painfully obvious than that the 
1950*60 bu been a decade of humiliating 
at for the Uni tad States in Latin America. 

It a time when historical imperatives called 
the United States to consolidate and 
ngibeti its leadership in the Americas, our 
■teamen have pursued policies which have erod- 
itr Today, we stand in the weakest position, 
aisphericilly, since Monroe. 

Two parallel forces have contributed to this 
American eclipse. 

One force — international Communism — has 
been identified and recognized by most thinking 
Americana, although its shifting disguises often 
fool us. 

The other — a demagogic Latin American 
Socialism which takes many chameleon forms — 
is not so well understood. Taking the form of the 
Action Democratic* in Venezuela, the Aprists 
Party in Peru, the Parddo Liberation National in 
Cost* Rica, the M.N.R. in Bolivia, or the Revolu¬ 
tionary Party in Guatemala, Latin American Social- 
ism is the most insidious anti-American influence 
ow at work in this hemisphere. Its leaders, 
e tan court in Venezuela, Cardenas in Mexico, 
Figueres to Costa Rica, while observing the 
masquerade of moderation, are continuously at 
work undermining American interests. Because 
their and-American bias is skillfully concealed 
Qder "democratic'* phrases, they present a far 
are dangerous challenge to the United States 
than do the outright Communists. 

The fatal turn which our State Department has 
made during this decade, under both Republican 
and Democratic administrations, has been to

Hope is mounting, in informed circles, that 
Election Day will sec the end of the long catalepsy 
of the State Department in Latin America. 

If Nixon wins, a change for the better will 
be virtually certain. Nixon, scorched by his ex¬ 
perience in Caracas, has no illusions about the 
deadly seriousness of the Communist danger in 
this hemisphere. In recent behind-sccne maneuvers 
in Washington, be has spoken up insistently for a 
more vigorous Herter policy toward Castro. In 
his acceptance speech in Chicago he specifically 
mentioned Cuba and pledged himself to a strong¬ 
er atui-Communist policy. 

If he should reach the White House, Nixon 
could project his Latin American policy without 
the dead hand of Dr, Milton Eisenhower. For seven 
years Dr. Eisenhower has practically written 
American Latin American policy. His influence 
has resulted m a steady weakening of American 
initiative in this hem bp here. Pathetically trustful 
of the OAS, Dr. Eisenhower's answer to every 
crisis has been to hand over the decision to this 
indecisive body. >s _ * A 
















In ihe GAS, all hopeof a reaflltic American 
solution of the Cold War problem has been ex¬ 
tinguished. The departure of Brother Milton, as 
the dominating Latin American influence will be 
hailed with relief by all the now tongue-tied anti- 
Communists in the State Department. 

Kennedy, on the other hand, is still something 
of a questionmark as far as Latin America is 
concerned* 

If Senator Johnson's ideas prevail, Kennedy may 
be expected to come out for a beefed up Latin

One American delegate who became fed up with 
the un-Americanism of the conference was Paul R. 
Hays, outstanding New York lawyer and New 
York State Chairman of the Liberal Party. 

Mr, Hays said (New Leader, May 23, I l X>0>: 

"A kmmjedgcnblu L. S. ilelegaie said hr retugnued 
among the 200-odd delegate* the names of 56 Com 
munists or Communist sympathisers. . , , AH the 
usual Communis: tactics were used. Pro-Com- 
munisis out-sjji, tiiu- Talked and out-s^iyed all others." 

Mr, Hays revealed that when a resolution was 
introduced calling for non-recognition uf trade 
unions "controlled by dictators", the Conference 
voted down, by :i vote of 5 i to 41, an amendment 
which w'outd have included unions controlled bv 
"international Communism" in the condemnation.

WHAT IS TO BE DONE ABOUT CUBA 


THE HONORABLE SPRUILLE BRADEN 

(Fortner Ambassador in Cuba mud three other Ambassadorial posts, tmd Attiitmmt Secretary of State) 


Today, we are hovering on the very brink of 
disaster in our relations with Communist Cuba. la- 
formed warnings during the past three years have 
|AOt been listened to, and valuable time has been 
pasted hy Washington. Time after time! we could 
phd should have acted effectively to prevent the 
rising Cuban-Communist-Red China menace to 
our security. We have been drifting weakly with 
events, while the outlook daily has become .more 
appalling. 

Now we are confronted with the naked threat 
of a Soviet satellite located 90 miles from our 
shores. This new Police State is flooded with 
Russian and Red Chinese "technicians". Missile 
pads and a submarine base already may be under 
construction. The United States Government in 
self respect and self defense, must not any Longer 
tolerate the Castro and Khrushchev threats and in¬ 
sults, and the theft of U.S.-owned properties. It 
must act quickly and realistically. 

It is foolish to pursue the chimera that if we do 
nothing, the Cuban situation, by some magic, will 
right itself. Such miracles do not happen. On the 
contrary, to be able repeatedly to kick Uncle Sam 
In the teeth, and get away with it, is very contag¬ 
ious. Assisted by international Communism, this 
infection soon will spread to other republics, un¬ 
less it is stopped summarily in Cuba. 

The following are some of the things that can 
and should be done immediately. 

I. We forthwith must break diplomatic 
relations with this disreputable Cuban 
regime. 

Z. We must give full financial and military 
aid to responsible Cuban groups now, 
both in Cuba and in exile. They are ready 
to organise armed opposition to the Castro 
regime. The Cubans will free themselves, 
if ihe U. S. A. promptly will give them 
the means to do the job. 

3. If a sufficiently numerous and representa¬ 
tive group of non-Communist Cubans 
agree upon a responsible anti-Communist 
government-in-exHe, we must recognize 
and work with this government, just as 
we worked with the Free French and other 
exile groups during World War II. We are 


in a cold war. Such obvious political mea¬ 
sures are justified by the gravity of the 
peril. 

4. We must stop subsidizing the Cuban 
regime with American money. The policy 
of suspending the Cuban sugar quota for 
this year only U an emergency measure 
which muse be replaced by a longcr-range 
^policy, based upon the elimination of the 
price differential which Cuba now enjoys 
over the world market. This will halt the 
sugar subsidy to that Communist regime. 

5. We must make it crystal dear that we in¬ 
tend to defend the U, S. A. and this hem¬ 
isphere, come hell or high water. 

6. If possible, we must take these steps in 
consonance with the Organization of 

* American States (O, A. S.h But with or 
without the O. A. S., we must do these 
things. If the O. A. S. will not act positive¬ 
ly to eliminate Communism from Cuba, 
then we roust be prepared to act alone tcT 
protect our national security. This we are 
entitled to under the UN and O. A. S. 
charters, and the Rio de Janeiro and"’ 
Caracas Pacts. Still more is it our patrio¬ 
tic duty under God’s law. ^ 

These measures may not be a cure-all for xhm 
ghastly Caribbean situation, but they may go a^ 
tong way towards doing so. The important thing 
is that the United States must recapture and hold 
the initiative throughout the Caribbean, 
hemisphere and the world. 


One man who never hesitates to speak thj 
truth, as he sees it, is James A. Farley, Speak 
Loa Angeles on July 8th, Farley said; 

"Here and now 1 state my conviction. Any AmericaJ 
administration which refuses to protect Atnericarl 
citizens and American property in any quarter t m 
die globe on the ground that to action will bj 
called 'Yankee Imperialism 1 has in effect stqij 
the flag."

ing the present anti-Trujillo publi¬ 
city drive. 

This surmise was strengthened 
when two refugee Hungarian pro¬ 
fessors arrived in Vienna after the 
Hungarian uprising. They declared 
that they had met Galmdez at the 
Matyas Room in Budapest in July 
(four months after his alleged kill¬ 
ing) and that he had given them 
the full Moscow indoctrination 
treatment. At that time, he appar¬ 
ently was a Soviet agent. The story 
of this meeting was published in 
the Vienna Mont^. 

The simple Trujillo-vengeance 
explanation of Galindcz, has thus 
flattened out during the year into 
several parallel lines of conjecture. 
Today, the assumption that Do¬ 
minicans made away with Galindez 
has become the most implausible 
of the myths which have gTOwn 
up around the case. 

But ' Liberals" are a stubborn 
and an intellectually dishonest 
breed. They have refused to give 
up the juicy propaganda property 
which Galindez hat become. They 
are still belaboring Trujillo. 

T jirv found an opportunity to 
revive the agitation when 
Gerry Murphy, an American avia¬ 
tor soldier-of-fortune, disappeared 
in Trujillo City and when Octavio 
Dc La Maza, a Dominican pilot, 
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Tire “AuewcaiT MeacIhy 


Committed suicide in a prison cell 
Bfter confessing the murder of Mur¬ 
phy. De La Maza left a letter alleg¬ 
ing homosexual encounters with 
Murphy. There was enough of an 
air of mystery about the incident to 
^jivc an opportunity to link it with 
fcalindez. Sally Caire, an alleged 
liancec of Murphy's entered the case, 
Reporting several unsubstantiated 
-conversations with Murphy in 
which he supposedly confessed fly¬ 
ing Galindez’s body out of New 
York on an unscheduled flight 
from a private airport in Amity- 
ville, Long Island. The only cited 
witness of this departure was an 
airfield attendant, who is now 
dead. The story collapsed when it 
was found that the books of the 
airport showed that the plane left 
Amiiyyille for Miami nine hours 
before the disappearance of Galin- 
dez. The young woman achieved 
a brief immortality by having her 
photo in U\c, but since the whole 
fantastic story was built upon a 
chain of dead men’s allegations, it 
was not very convincing. Further 
confusion was added to the 
De La Mnza story when the State 
Department questioned its authen¬ 
ticity. It is obvious that Life jumped 
the gun on the story before the 
facts were all in. 

But this patently contrived case 
has now been parlayed into a de¬ 
mand for a Congressional investi¬ 
gation. Charles O. Porter, a first- 
term Liberal Democratic Congress¬ 
man from Oregon—avid, like all 


newcomers, for quick publicity— 
arose in the House on February 28 
to repeat all the lurid gossip which 
has accumulated around the case 
and to include the startling demand 
that we apply sanctions against the 
Dominican Republic. Mr. Porter 
would ban American travel, cut 
down or eliminate the Dominican 
sugar quota and bar the Republic 
from Export-Import Bank credits. 
To such absurdities has this case 
now descended. 

Those who are wise to the ways 
of American publicity know that 
such clamor doesn't just happen 
in the United States. It is planted. 
The successive chapters in the Gal- 
indez agitation bear all the ear¬ 
marks of an expert public relations 
operation. Magazines like L//e and 
Lool{, and the national dailies, 
which have headlined the Giljiudcz 
story, don’t open their columns to 
amateurs like Nicholas Silfa. It is 
obvious that the pros have been at 
work.

Number 506 , with the Foreign 
Agents Registration Section for the period from January 2,

registrant" was furnished as the Government of the 
Dominican Republic , Ciudad Trujillo, Dominican Republic, 
and"the nature and purpose of the registrants representation-, 
was described as to "prepare publicity material for 
distribution to newspapers, magazines, etc*, radio stations, 
travel agents, public libraries, etc- The publicity 
material comprises pre&s releases, articles, radio talks, 
musical selections, pamphlets, photographs, bocks,/ 
advertisements-" It was further set forth In the 
aforementioned registration statement that during the above 
period, the Dominican Information Center received from 
the Dominican Republic a total of $ 58 , 7 OOj to cover*the 
cost of adroinlstration and publicity, paid advertisements, 
travel, hotel promotion, and printing expenses. 
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This initial registration statement further 
contained an enclosure, dated October 29, 1947, captioned 
’’DOMINICAN INFORMATION CENTER, 507 Fifth Avenue, New York,

During July, 1959* the Registration Section 
of the Department cf Justice, Washington, D. C.,advlBed 
that the Dominican Information Center filed a Final 
Supplemental Registration Statment and advised therein 
that that agency 'b relationship with its foreign principal 
was dissolved on. July 4, 1959, and registration was 
terminated as of July 4* 1959- The registration .inferred 
to was Number 543, dated May 9, 1947. 
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The Registration(further advised that In-the 
Supplemental Registration Statement filed for the period 
ending January 26 , 1S59j Harry Klemfuss Associates, Incorporated, 
indicated that the co-no-stitn with its foreign principal had 
ended. Therefore, the registration was being marked 
terminated as of January 26, 1959 • The registration referred 
to waB Number 963 , dated July 26, 1956.

He maintains his residence at the Towers Apartments, 
4201 Cathedral Avenue, Washington, D,C, He is a retired 
admiral of the United states Navy, where he had a great deal 
of experience in government and Latin and South American affairs* 
After retiring from ^Le Navy he joined pan American Airways, 
where he was placed in charge of their corporate affairs in 
several South American countries. 


fir. POWELL stated that American relations with the 
majority of South American countries deteriorated sharply 
following World War II, in an effort to protect the interests 
of his employer and also because he has a great liking for 
the peoples of South America, he became involved in several 
ventures, which he ho^ed would botn protect this country's 
Interests and protect our investments abroad. He said that 
during the 1940*8 and 1930*s attempts were made to sway the 
thinking of our Government 1 s policy makers, but these efforts , 
were entirely frustrated and unsuccessful, 

Mr. POWELL added that when it became apparent 
the policies of this country would, if continued, result in 
a loss of our position, he Joined the Pan American Society, 

This society hoped tu bring publicity to bear on our govern¬ 
mental agencies and thus force them to take steps to protect 
our interests abroad. He advised that the Pan American Society, 
in turn, proved to ba totally ineffective. 


Mr, POWELL said that he has long been familiar with 
the writings of HAROLD LORD VARNEY In the 11 American Mercury 1 ' 
magazine and he considered VARNEY to be a powerful writer and 
a dedicated man, but so extremely antl-Co-mminist that he borders 
on being a Fascist, i;e said that VARNEY approached him some¬ 
time ago with the idea of the Commitvee on Pan Auerlean Policy 
(CPAP), which was Intended to be an opponent to the position which 
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the "New York Times" and other papers and Individuals took in 
Cuban and Latin American affairs. POWELL stated he was In agree¬ 
ment with the ideas presented by VARNEY and thought that an 
undertalcing such as this should have cone a lot sooner than it 
did. He agreed to become associated with the CPAP and accepted 
the position of Secretary, where he gave the organization and 
VARNEY the benefits of his knowledge and experience in Latin 
and South American affairs. 

Mr. POWELL added that shortly before Christmas, in 
i960, his employer, the Appeal Printing Company, requested that 
he transfer his residence and work from New York City to 
Washington, D.C. Hr. POVJELL explained that when he resided 
in New York City he was able to contact VARNEY every few days 
and thus he felt he was constantly aware of what was going on. 
Upon being transferred to Washington, D.C., he realized he 
would lose this semblance of control over VARNEY, so he resigned 
from the CPAP and requested that his name be removed from the 
letterhead of the committee's stationery. 


Mr. POWELL stated that he never contributed any 
money to the CPAP nor did he in turn receive or handle any 
of the committee'srroney. He said that VARNEY handled the 
finances of the committee and never revealed the details 
to him, POWELL said that he was aware that on occasion 
Individuals made contributions to the committee, but he had 
no idea how much money was raised in this manner. He said 
that to his knowledge there were no large contributions made 
by any business firm or government.
